USDS Case Agent, JAMES SMITH 
advised that during Mr. MANDELA'S previous visits the USDS 
experienced some security problems (NFI). USDS fears 
demonstrations and/or disruption of Mr. MANDELA'S visit by white 
supremacist groups located in and around the Houston area. 

USDS requested information from the Houston FBI office 
as to any, potential threats. As of this writing there are no 
specific threats/or disruption planned against Mr. MANDELA. 

The USDS has requested that an FBI representative be 
present at the USDS command post which will be located at the 
Double Tree Hotel, 400 Dallas Street (Downtown).
